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CREATURES ON MOON & MARS 
TRY CONTACT WITH EARTH

Flashing lights observed on the 
mountains of thd Moon, and 
flares s«en brightening the sur¬ 
face of Mars, were recalled re¬ 
cently by the report ef a yoong 
man and woman who said they 
were pursued on their way 
borne a mysterious light. 

The Air Force, as esual, *'ez- 
plained" the light seen by the 
young couple, as being the planet 
Jupiter, which was shining 
brigtktly ia the sky all that 
month. 

However, the Air Force dees 
not explain how the planet Jupi¬ 
ter, 438 million miles away from 
the earth, could affect the car’s 
radio, and cause the headlighta 
to dim, as the young couple re¬ 
ported. 

Neither has the Air Force a 
good explanation for the myster¬ 
ious lights that have been seen 
Bashing on the Moon 

Scientists, also, are at a loss 
to explain them. 

A constantly flashing white 
light was seen on the dark side 
of the Moon, near its western 
edge, by an astronomer in 
Woodland, California, on Janu¬ 
ary 16, 1956 

The flashing continued for 
•bout an hour and a half. 

Flashes were seen also, on 
the east wall of the crater Ca¬ 
vendish, on January 24, of that 
rear 


The crater was just emerging 
from darkness, as the sun rose 
over that section of the moon. 

The flashes continued brightly 
for about three minutes, and 
then took eight minute# to fade 
away gradually. 

In the short interval# between 
flashes, the location of the dis¬ 
turbance was marked by a point 
of light a little brighter than 
the walla of the crater. 

During each flash, a reflec¬ 
tion of the light was teen from 
the wcetem wall of the crater. 

These two repertj could be in¬ 
terpreted as evidence of signal¬ 
ling from the Moon. 

But the regularity of the flaah- 
ee suggest that it could have 
been merely a method of call¬ 
ing attention to a certain area. 

A white light, which shone 
steadily, was seen on the Moon, 
from Stanford, California, on 
April 19, 1959. 

It was too far into the dark¬ 
ened side to be a mountain peak 
shining in the sun. 

After shining steadily for one 

and one half minutes. U faded 
gradually from view in a few 
seconds. 

This could have been an actual 
attempt to send a message from 
the moon. 

A steady beam of' light can 
be modulated in a way similar 
to radio waves, so that intelligi-

Activity observed on tbe planet 
Mars could indicate the place of 
oricitt of tbe supposed signallers 
on the Moon. 

A desert sectioo, called Edom 
Promontorium, in tbe equatorial 
regioo of Mars, was being ob¬ 
served fiom Japan oo January 
1, 1964. 

Suddenly, it began to brighten 
rapidly. 

It went from light yellow to 
bright white in three seconds, 
and then back down to normal in 
five seconds more. 

This flare'like light could be in¬ 
terpreted as the actual take-off 
of a rocket from Mars. 

The rapid brightefiing and 
dimming of the light, suggests 
such a possibility. 

A slightly different interpre¬ 
tation may be applied to activity 
observed on tbe same spot oo 
Mars, six months later on July 
23. 1954. 

This time, the brightness in¬ 
creased for thirty seconds. 

Then, after fifty-eight seconds 
of gradually dimming, it com- 
pleiely disappeared. 

If this flare is from a rocket 
launching, then the longer length 
of time oi brilliance may indi¬ 
cate a much more powerflil roc¬ 
ket. 

Another possibility is that 
atomic energy experiments may 
be going on 

But one of the most startling 
of recent observations, was that 
of an nndentlfled object which 
appeared in space near the 
planet Mars, on September S. 
1956. 

As the red-colored planet was 
being observed by an astrono¬ 
mer in New Mexico, on that date. 


a faint point of light paned 
through the field of the teke- 
cope, in the (H>posite direction of 
the apparent drift of Mars, and 
slight^ below the planet. 

The telescope was moved away 
from Mars, to follow the object. 

The mysterious light look ten 
seconds to pass across the field 
of the telescope, an arc of about 
five minutes. 

This may have bc^n the first 
observation of a possible rocket 
traveliDg in the Martian stratos¬ 
phere. 

Though, of course, tbe satel¬ 
lites of liars, Phobos and Dei- 
mos, are believed by some not 
to have a nstural origin. 

The color of tbe satellites of 
Mara is a neutral gray, an on- 
usual color for natural satellites. 

Their time of revolution 
around tbe planet is that which 
a hollow object would take. 

And tbe objects, themselvea* 
were not observed prior to the 
1870's. though fairly powerful 
telescopes had observed Mars 
since tbe 1700's. 

AJi these various obsen'stioiis 
seem to tend toward one con¬ 
clusion. 

Hiere is something in the akinp 
Of Eaith, and the space sur¬ 
rounding the inner planets of 
the solar system that is not of 
a natural origin. 

These objects may be tbe 
craft of inleUlgeni Wings from 
Mars, or they may be alien be¬ 
ings from other stars of our ga¬ 
laxy. 

Whatever the explanation, to¬ 
day is a great time in which to 
be living, when mystery and ad¬ 
venture surrounds the people of 
Earth to an extent to which, per¬ 
haps. they do not even dream.

Mr. Rigberg operates his 
magazine from a small, 
erowxled bookstore at 119 East 
9dtih Street. Among the publi¬ 
cations he oLfers are more 
than 100 tdUes: The Night Has 
1,000 Saucers; Son of the Snn; 
Keys To the Citadel of Space; 
Rainbow City and the Inner 
Earth People and They Knew 
Too Mach About Flying Sau¬ 
cers. '*I’m the largest distribu¬ 
tor I know of in the world,’* 
the 50-year-cdd editor claims. 

Saucer Stories 

Books on the worid of flying 
saucers range in price from 25 
cents to $10. One of the moot 
expensive is a beautifully 
bound volume of saucer his¬ 
tory. Mr. Rigberg says, “Sau¬ 
cers are os odd as humanity,” 
and has himself author^ 
several books on flying saucer 
lore compiled from the Old and 
New Testaments and the Bha- 
gavad Gita, 

The vast majority of books 
and magazines on saucers treat 
the subject from a non- 
fictionaJ point of view. And 
Flying Saucer News, a 32-page 
offset publication, which Mr. 
Rigberg eddts, is filled with re¬ 
prints of newspaper stories on 
what the Air Force calls Uni¬ 
dentified Flying Objects. 

Flying Saucer News, begun 
In 1956, is published twice a 
year. Curreffitdy, more than 
5,000 saucer fans subscriibe, and 
the editor is considering news¬ 
stand sales to reach an even 
larger audience. Readers often 

send in articles for inclusion 
but Mr. Rigberg also keeps his 
own files of rejKjrted flying 
saucer sightiivgs.

psychic flash. I sudctenly sense 
that I ought to insure my 
equipment agaiiast fire.” 

The day after he purchased 
insurance, fire swept through 
his boardinghouse and Mr. Rig¬ 
berg collected $300. Shortly 
after, in 1952, he started his^ 
first bookstore, located Third 
Avenue and 90th Street, spe¬ 
cializing in books on the occult. 

Two of his customers occa¬ 
sionally requested books on 
flying saucers, and this 
prompted Mr. Rigberg to offer 
several titles. Among the first 
saucer books to sell well was 
Flying Saucers From Outer 
Space, by Donald A. Keyhoe. 
The author, a retired Marine 
Corps major, writes in scienti¬ 
fic terms and has accused the 
Air Force of deluding the gen¬ 
eral public by withholding sau¬ 
cer information. Has books still 

moke Mr. Rigberg’s best-selter 
list. 

Although the editor feels the 
UB. is wrong in failing to rec¬ 
ognize flying saucers officially, 
as do Brazil and Argentina, he 
is quick to admit “There is not 
much censorship here or 1 
couldn’t sell the things I do.” 

His anall shop also offers 
'"essential oils for Love, Health 
and Prosperity;’* books on the 
occult, psychic and spiritual; 
And a carefully-selected stock 
of burglar alarms. 

The store has gone into 
bankrupt once and Mr. Rig¬ 
berg still works as a short- 
order cook, but he is confident 
the saucerian shop venture will 
siax^eed. By the first of the 
year, he hopes to be financially 
able to “quit the restaurant 
busineas’’ and devote all his 
time to book-selling and mag¬ 
azine publication. 

However, Mr. Rigberg, who 
regrets he has seen only one 
flying saucer and has yet to 
meet a space man, wishes he 
had more time for saucer-spot- 
ting: “The trouble is, I’m so 
busy in the store I don’t get 
outdoors much.”

planet were sent to the Earth to help 
nascent humanity and are known to 
occult scientists as the ‘Lords of Venus’ 
and the ‘Lords of Mercury.’

This series of seven color photographs of a Flying 
Saucer reproduced here in black and white, was taken about 
15 miles south of Albuquerque, New Mexico between 2:00 
and 4:00 P. M. on June 16, 1963 by Mr. A. A. Villa, Jr. on 
Kodacolor 120 film with a Japarjtse Make "Rokuoh-Sha" 
camera having an f4.

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I could not believe God was so merciful to touch a sinner like me; yet my paralyzed 29 
arm was healed instantly, and hate was taken out of me.

The world of Ufology opened to me quite by 
accident a number of years ago when I discovered a 
book on the subject in our local library. Since 
that time, I have had a deep interest in the subject. 
I have written four pages on the subject plus an 
article for our school paper. In addition, I will 
be giving a talk on the subject of Ufology to the 
school body late in February of 1965. I also plan 
to make the study of Flying Saucers my life's work. 

I have had three experiences with U.F. 0.' s. The 
first was late in 1960, at the Memorial Field in Oyster Bay at about 
4:45 P. M. I saw three luminous disks passing from East to West out over 
Long Island Sound.
